This nationalistic tide, hé said, 
“is marked by widespread re- 
vulsion and revolt against ty- 
ranny, injustice, inequality and 
poverty as individuals, joined in 
a common hunger for freedom, 
men and women and even chil- 
dren pit their spirit against gu

NEW YORK, Jan. 10 (AP)— 
The U.S. oil industry started the 
new year by producing more oil 
than in any other week in his- 
tory, figures released by the 
American - Petroleum Institute 
showed Wednesday.

On U.S. for 
Fair Accord 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y,, Jan. 
10- €AP)—France.. is - eounting 
heavily on United States help 
in persuading President Nasser 
of Egypt to agree to a reason- 
able settlement of the Suez 
Canal crisis and open the water- 
way to all traffic, 

If, however, France and the 
United States are not able to 
budge Nasser, France already 
has set in motion plans. for 
huge tankers and oil pipelines 
in Turkey and Israel sufficient 
to meet the needs of Western 
Europe. The French estimate 
this would within five years 
render them independent of 
the canal. ey 


These disclosures came Thurs- 
day from diplomatic sources 
who are familiar with the 
views of Britain and France as 
the two Western powers sought 
new talks on the Suez Canal in 
the near future, 


Britain and . France have 
been urging U.N. Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold to 
set up another round of con- 
ferences in some _ fashion. 
Diplomats at the U.N. profess 
to feel some sort of talks are 
on the way despite insistence 
of Cairo that the Egyptians will 
not negotiate directly or in- 
directly with Britain and 
France, 


Hammarskjold was reported 
considering an eventual confer- 
ence of Britain, France, Egypt, 
Norway, Italy and Ceylon, all 
of them users 0! the canal. The 
United States would watch such 
a conference with great interest 
and might even have a hand be- 
hind the scenes in some of its 
discussions, 


France’s Foreign Minister, 
Christian Pineau, who sat for 
the Paris Government in the 
first talks last October, will go 
to Washington Friday for ap- 
pointment with Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, French 
sources said Pineau would range 
all over the Middle East in his

Dulles Says 

Substitute for 
Ike’s Plan 
Won't Do Job 


Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—Sec- 
retary of State Dulles said Wed- 
nesday a proposed substitute 
for the Administration’s Middle 
East program wouldn’t do the 


job. 
He said it would fail to grant 
Eisenhower “any 


authority” for the use of armed 
forces to protect a Middle East- 
ern state against Communist 
armed attack. 

Dulles made a seven-point as- 
sault on the “short term-reso- 
lution which was passed along 
by House Speaker Sam Rayburn 
(D-Tex.) as the work of a prom 
inent Democrat Rayburn 
would not identify. (The Sec- 
retary’s criticism came shortly 
after Sen. W. Kerr (D-N.C.) 
told the Senate that Dulles— 
whom Scott described as “the 
champion quick-change artist 
when it comes to diplomacy”— 
should resign in the interests 
of national security. : 

“If the President expects to 
keep this country on an even 
keel. in foreign affairs,” Scott 
said, “then he must have a Sec- 
retary of State who generates 
confidence instead of confusion.” 

Scott linked his criticism to 
President Eisenhower’s proposal, 
pushed by Dulles, that Congress 
authorize the President to use 
American armed forces if neces- 
sary to block Communist ag- 
gression in the Middle East. 

The substitute proposal routed 
via Rayburn would say this in- 
stead: 

“The United States regards as 
vital to her interest the preser- 
vation of the independence and 
integrity of the states of the 
Middle East and, if necessary, 
will use her armed forces to 
that end.” 

Dulles testified before the 
Housé Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee. Some information on his 
testimony was given out imme- 
diately afterward. Early Wed- 
nesday night the State Depart- 
ment released its own account 
of what he said on the seven 
points of criticism. 

Dulles points are:. 


“could be interpreted” ag de- 
signed to establish a United 
States “protectorate” over the 
Middle East without regard to 
the wishes of the countries 
themselves “and as such it 
might well be resented im the 
area.” 

2. The Democratic resolution 
“would not limit” the use of 
U.S. forces in the Middle East 
to “defense against armed at- 
tack, which under Article 51 of 
the United Nations Charter is 
the basis for collective self-de- 
fense.” 


3. The resolution “seems to 
call for United States armed ac- 
tion to preserve the integrity 
of all the Middle Bast states not 
merely against a Communist at- 
tack but against any external 
attack,” for this reason, Dulles 
asserted, the resolution—had it 
been in force—might have re- 
quired American military inter- 
vention “in the fighting which 
occurred last year.” Presum- 
ably he referred to the attacks 
on Egypt by Israel, Britain and 
France. 


4. The Democratic  resolu- 
tion “would seem to call for 
military action to overthrow a 
regime brought into power

The manner in which Eden 
with the French plotted and 
carried out the attack on Egypt 
unbeknown to Washington af- 
fronted those Britons who 
realize their nation’s now 
limited capabilities. 

Of even more importance 
domestically was the gruesome 
result for all Britons of Eden’s 
Egyptian policy.

Macmillan is an Eton man and 
he went to Oxford’s Balliol 
College. 

During World War I he was 
a Grenadier guardsman and was 
wounded three times. He once 
lay wounded for 12. hours on 
a French battlefield waiting for 
first aid. He whiled away the 
time reading a play in Greek. 

Shortly after the war Mac- 
millan took another step along 
the familiar British road to the 
political top—he married the 
daughter of a Duke. 2 
His wife is Lady Dorothy 
Cavendish Macmillan, daughter 
of the 9th. Duke of Devonshire. 
They have three daughters and 
a son, 


Macmillan Becomes |

LONDON, Jan. 10— 
Harold Macmillan Thurs- 
day became Prime Minis- 


ter of Britain. 


Queen Elizabeth’ summoned 
the 62-year-old Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to Buckingham Pa- 
lace to assume the nation’s high- 
est political office. 

Macmillan, son of an Amer 
ican mother and longtime per- 
sonal friend of President Eisen- 
hower, took over Britain’s Con- 
servative Government a day 
after Sir Anthony Eden resign 
ed blaming bad health. 

The Queen made her choice— 
hers alone to make—after con- 
sulting Sir Winston Churchill 
and the Marquis of Salisbury; 
the two most powerful Conser 
vatives in Britain, 

She passed over Richard A. 
Butler, 54-year-old lieutenant of 
Eden, presumably because Mac- 
millan commands a wider loyal- 
ty than Butler in a Conserva- 
tive Party still .divided by 
Eden’s Suez policies. Macmillan 
supported military intervention 
in Egypt up to a point while 
Butler urged caution. 

The text of the announcement 
from Buckingham Palace: 

“The Queen received the Right 
Hon, Harold Macmillan M.P. in 
audience this afternoon and of- 
fered him the post of Prime 
Minister and First Lord of the 
Treasury. 

“Mr. Macmillan aecepted Her 
Majesty’s effer and kissed hands 


[upon his appointment.” 


Macmillan spent 20 minutes 
in the palace. 

The phrase “kissed hands” us- 
ed in the announcement refer- 
red to the ceremonial acceptance 
by Macmillian of the Queen’s 
command to lead the Conserva- 
tive Government. 

The new Prime Minister told 
reporters as he arrived back in 
Downing Street that there 
would be no general election 
but “if there we (Conserva- 
tives) would win it.” 

Photographers surged around 
Macmillan’s car. He smiled 
broadly. For a minute or two

The Conservative mandate ex- 
tends to May 26, 1960, and Mac- 
millan can serve that entire 
time if he. wishes.

In the 
situation that prevailed, with no 
clear-cut successor to Eden in 
sight, the decision ultimately 
was hers alone. 

Macmillan has a free hand in 
picking his team to run the 
Government.

‘Matsumoto Sees No Change 
In Anglo-Japan Relations 


Former Ambassador to Lon- 
don Shunichi Matsumoto Thurs- 
day predicted that the appoint- 
ment of Harold Macmillan as 
successor to Sir Anthony Eden 
as Prime Minister of Great 
Britain will have little influence 
on AngloJapanese relations as 
Macmillan is one of the leaders 
of the main-currenters .of the 
Tory party.

Macmillan, who is two years 
older than Eden, is in good 
health and is of a sunny dis-

Foreign Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi expressed regret Thurs- 
day over British Prime Minis- 


\ter Sir Anthony Eden’s resigna- 


tion at this important time of 
world affairs. 

“It is truly a regrettable thing 
for the sake of the world,” 
Kishi said. 

He noted that Sir Anthony 
was forced by ill health to re- 
sign and said he earnestly wish- 
ed for his swift récovery. 

The Foreign Minister praised 
Eden as one of the world's lead- 
ing statesmen and a man of 
deep insight with a quarter 
century of activities in interna 
tional diplomacy behind him. 

Kishi especially expressed gra- 
titude for Eden’s efforts toward 
bettering postwar Anglo-Japa- 
nese relations. 

The Socialist leader expected 
the British Parliament to be dis- 
‘solved and the Laborites assume 
the reins of government. 

Japanese business leaders gen- 
erally believed. that. Eden's re 
signation would not advefsely 
affect Anglo-Japanese trade re- 
lations.

4 Churches 
In Alabama 
Dynamited 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 10 
(Kyodo-UP) — Six dynamite 
blasts heavily damaged four 
Negro churches and the homes 
of two ministers early Thursday 
in the worst flareup of racial 
violence in the South’s bus in- 
tegration movement. 

There. were no injuries. 

The predawn blasts hit the 
homes of two leaders in the 
Negroes’ long-fought integration 
drive, endangering members of 
their. families, and wrecked 
churches that had beén used for 
mass Negro rallies. 

The Rev. Martin Luther King, 
leader of the publicized Mont- 
gomery bus boycott, and the 
Rev. Ralph D. Abernathy, whose 
home and church were damag- 
ed, rushed back to Montgomery 
from Atlanta where they had 
been attending a regional in- 
tegration conference. | 

Police said no one was hurt 
although one of the earlier ex- 
plosions blew. in the front of a 
home in which a Negro mother 
and her baby slept, and shatter- 


the street. 

While Negro neighbors, police 
and reporters thronged about 
the damaged home of the frigh- 
tened mother, a sixth explosion 
went off (just before 6 a.m.) 
some distance away, wrecking 
the fourth church. 

Blast No. 6 blew in the front 
end of the rural Mount Olive 
Baptist Church, located outside 
the city limits but within city 
police jurisdiction. 

The blast coincided with the 
discovery that the third church, 
the Bell Street Baptist Church, 
had been bombed earlier. The 
back wall was blasted out, its 
altar splintered and pews cover- 
ed with debris. The rear Ceil- 
ing sagged as though about to 
collapse, 

A blast damaged the home of 
the Rev. Robert Graftz, white 
minister of a Negro Lutheran 
Church arid a sympathizer of 
the ‘esa integration movement

Houses Planned 


Finance Minister Hayato ikeda 
sald Thursday that he plans to 
build more houses than original- 
ly scheduled during fiscal 1957 
in order to shorten the 10-year 
housing construction program, 
Ikeda also said that he intends 
abolishing. altogether the .sub-

- The Finance Minister further 
suggested a drastic increase in 
the amount of loans to be ex- 
tended to small and medium- 
sized enterprises. 

Ikeda and other leaders of the 
Finanee Ministry’ Thursday 
worked on compilation of the 
fiscal 1957 budget. 

The housing plan submitted 
by the Construction Ministry to 
the Finance Ministry called for 
the construction of 191,000 units 
of houses in fiscal 1957. How- 
ever, Finance Ministry leaders 
agreed Thursday to appropriate 
a sum for more houses than 
were asked to help’ ease the cur- 
rent housing shortage 

Further, the Finance Minister 
attending Thursday’s meeting 
of the Finance System Research 
Council, an advisory organ to 
the Finance Minister, said that 
he was in favor of a policy 
under study by the Council to 
set aside reserves for payments 
compulsory on banking institu- 
tions. 

The bifl for the establishment 
of this system is expected to be 
introduced to the 26th Diet 
scheduled to reopen at the end 
of January.

a Survey of the Year’s Best 


OUTSTANDING PAINTINGS And 
Sculpture of the Year 1956. Ex- 
hibition at the Mitsukoshi Store, 
Sth floor. Through Jan. 20. 


The annual survey of the 
“Best of the Year” in the world 
of art; as selected by the Asahi 
Shimbun, is an event I've come 
to look forward to as expect- 
antly as to the New Year, itself. 
In an wncritical—or timidly re- 
strained and seldom outspoken 
—country like Japan, this an- 
ual sifting of a year’s output 
is the one open declaration of 
opinion. 

For me, who do nothing but 
spout freely all year long, this 
provides some measure of com- 
parison and confirmation be- 
tween my. personal viewpoint 
and that of the Japanese critical 
eye. For persons who are less 
professionally concerned with 
the trehds in art and who can- 
not devote the endless hours all 
through the year, this one ex- 
hibition forms a fair summary 
of what is creative today in the 
arts of a land with so rich a 
creative history. 

A very high percentage of 
my favorites is included here 
and that shoild offer me some 
gratification. East and West do 
agree on broad lines of quality 
and talent, but there are some 
sharp divergencies, as well. 

We agree on the location of 
the talent, on the name of the 
artist, but seldom on the ex- 
act piece of work. An “official” 
Selection like this one must 
necessarily be more cautious 
than an uninhibited foreigner 
like me. I take the privilege 
(or the shameless boldness) to 
say that a certain work is 
inferior, even 
name is a great one.

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- Eden’s Resignation 

‘ The resignation of Sir Anthony Eden as Britain's Prime 
Minister and the selection of Mr. Harold Macmillan. to 
succeed him, not altogether unexpected, must be consider. 
ed from two points of view—the effect upon the affairs of 
his‘own nation and the consequences in the international 
aren, 
“Tt can be said at once that there will be a great deal 
of sympathy for Sir Anthony himself whatever may be 
thought of his policies. He has had a long and honor- 
able career of public service which reached a climax when 
he becume Prime Minister in April, 1955, in succession to 
that great figure, Sir Winston Churchill. Despite some 
misgivings on account of both his never robust health 
and certain temperamental . characteristics which were 
thoucht unlikely to make him completely adaptable to a 
ehenging world, there was never any question but that 
he was wholly devoted to what he believed to be the in- 
terests of Britain, the Commonwealth and the Free World. 


Particularly intérested in the fostering of good re!a- 


tioris between Britain and the United States, it is an irony 


of fate that his most questionable action, the armed inter- 
yention with France in the Suez Canal area, should have 
placed # severe strain on those relations. 

Sir Anthony deserves full credit for taking this cour- 
ageous step to assume full responsibility for Britain’s 


present situation. And his move was completely within the 


bounds of democratic traditions under such circumstances. 

So far as the domestic affairs of Britain are concern- 
ed—-although this has important international implications, 
tao —the great question is how long the Conservative Party 
can retain the reins of government. 


“How soon a General Election will become essential 
is no doubt already being asked throughout Britain and 
there will be much speculation as to how far Sir Anthony’s 
resignation and the events that led up to it have strength- 
ened the Labor Party now in opposition. At present the 
Conservative Party holds a 58-seat majority in the House 
of Commons—quite sufficient for Mr. Macmillan to support 
his position as suceessor to Sir Anthony without challeng- 
ing fate in an election. | 

~"An element of some importance in the British political 
situation is that while Sir Anthony Eden may never have 
commanded the support of the whole Conservative Party 
for some of his policies, the Labor Party is also haunted 
by an ill-concealed split between the Leftist extremists 
and the more moderate elements. Nor is the electorate 
unaware that a great change in British policy, both at 
home and abroad, would be involved in a return of Labor 
to power. Consequently, any large transfer of votes to 
Labor. if an election were held, is not considered probable. 


Retention of power by the Conservative Party under 
Mr. Macmillan may be expected for some time to come 
and British foreign policy is almost certain to under- 
go no major change. The cornerstone of that policy is 
close friendship with the United States and no doubt it 
wil! be one of the first undertakings of the new Prime 
Minister to attempt to repair what damage remains to 
the relations between Washington and London as a result 
of the Suez intervention. | 
“This damage has already been partially repaired but a 
new Prime Minister in Britain may prove just the thing 
_meeded to restore complete confidence in Washington in 
the British Government’s plans for the future. President 
Eisenhower paid a handsome tribute to Sir Anthony Eden’s 
personality on hearing of his resignation and referred to 
him.as a “dedicated leader in the cause of freedom.” 


It is quite possible that a change in the Prime Min- 
istership in Britain will mean the inception of a new 
era in the history of that country. From an international 
po:nt of view the times are difficult. Great changes are 
taking place in the relations between the various nations 
and also with respect to territories which have not yet 
assumed, for one reason or another, the status of inde- 
pendent nations. | 

~~ Britain,-as one of the great colonial Powers of the 

past; has tp make many adjustments. She has already 

made. a number of these adjustments with conspicuous 

success and this process may be expected to proceed what- 

nese the political texture of the Government in power in 
ndon. 


With the United States there are readjustments to be 
‘made and some of these readjustments will undoubtedly 
mean the strengthening of American economic and political 
interests in areas which have hitherto been peculiarly 
the.concern of Britain. If the relations between Wash- 
ington and London can be firmly cemented, there is no 


reason why these changes should not be accomplished 


smoothly. 


It is hardly necessary to emphasize that upon this 
process there depends to a large extent the future destinies 
of the Free World, now, -it appears, increasingly threaten- 
ed by Communist ambitions directed from Moscow.

oil for use in factories. 

FRANCE—20 per cent cut in 
production of refined oil at re- 
fineries, ban on production of 
high octane oil, ban on use of 
oil pumps over the weekend, 33 
per cent cut in amount turned 
over to ration dealers, 30 per 
cent voluntary fuel conserva- 
tion asked of all car owners, 
restriction on long trips by pri- 
vate vehicles, rationing of die- 
sel and heavy oil, 20 per cent 
cut in diesel oil and one third 
cut in fuel oil, cancelation of 
20 long distance trains using 
petroleum as fuel.

Car Industry Affected 

The repercussion of such re- 
strictive measures are prompt- 
ly backfiring on the automobile 
industry. Car producers in 
Britain and France are cutting 
down on their working hours 
and scales of operation. 

The London Bus Transport 
Company raised bus rates from 
a minimum of 2.5 pence to 
threepence from Jan. 1. In 
France, too, gasoline prices have 
risen, and the effects of restric- 
tions on gasoline will be felt 
more than ever in the future.

The Middle East oil to be cut 
off from Europe for a year 
amounts to 67.3 per cent of the 
total imports of oil by West 
Germany. In terms of net im- 
ports, Middle East oil comprises 
85.8 per cent.

The same situation holds true 
with foods and industrial mate- 
rials, which used to come to 
West Europe by way of the Suez 
Canal. For instance, the Suez 
route supplied Britain with 35 
per cent of its tea imports, 50 
per cent of lead, 30 per cent of 
textile materials and 20 per cent 
of manganese ore. In the case 
of France, the ratios of Suez 
imports were 40 per cent for 
rubber, 50 per cent for vege- 
table oil and 15 per cent for 
cereals. As for the Netherlands, 
the figures were 11 per cent for 
cereals, 28 per cent for textile 
materials and 15 per cent for 
vegetable oil. 

The supply ef these goods to 
West Europe will inevitably be 
restricted. 


From Other Sources 


Assuming that oil and vari- 
ous other items will fall short 
of the needs in West Europe 
in the year ahead, these com- 
modities will flow into that reg- 
ion from various other districts 
of the world to fill the gaps. 

It is the U.S. that has the 
capacity to supply these goods 
to West Europe. Economic ex- 
perts say: “The most effective 
measure to save Europe from 
an oil shortage is a drastic in- 
crease in the import of Ameri- 
can oil.” 

American oil interests are ta‘- 
ing a positive attitude toward 
exporting oil to Europe. The 
U.S. itself is an oil-importing 
nation.

And 
much hope cannot be pinned on 
making up this deficit with coal, 
because coal production in the 
region has already reached the 
limit, 

Before the Suez incident, 
Europe was already buying 
American coal in the face of a 
fuel dearth. Its coal import in 
1956 was estimated at 50,000,000 
tons. Then came the Suez 
crisis resulting in the present 
oil shortage.

Shortage of Tankers 

The bottleneck lies in the 
shortage of tankers. The U.S. 
is the only country that is cap- 
able of meeting increasing de 
mand for tanker construction. 
European and Japanese ship- 
yards already have sufficient 
orders to keep them working 
full-time over several years. 

Therefore, American ship- 
yards. are receiving a flood of 
tanker orders.

if Israel retv-ns Gaza strip to 
Egypt, and provided that canal 
tolis were paid to Egypt. 

It was from the Gaza strip 
which extends from Egypt 
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along the Mediterranean coast 


into Israel that Egyptian com- 
mandos used to carry out their 
murderous raids against Israeli 
settlers. Because of this Ben- 
Gurion, the Israeli Prime Min- 
ister, is refusing to hand back 
Gaza to Egypt, even though the 
United Nations has called for a 
complete withdrawal by Israel. 

If Egypt were to carry out
